This statement is being filed as the Applicant is required to file a statement of the 
substance of the interview conducted on January 13, 2005 in connection with the above-identified 
patent application. 

During the telephonic interview, the undersigned and Attorney of Record Peng Chen 
discussed the current status of the subject application with Mr. Anthony Caputa, with Mr. Caputa 
acting in his capacity as the Supervisor of Examiner Jiang in the Examiner's absence.
